1 , The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The recitations of the specific features of the automotive door assembly in claim 1 
including especially the construction of the door accessory fixedly attached to said door frame by 
the first engagement portion of the at least one of the connecting members and selectively 
releasably coupled to the interior trim panel by the second engagement portion of the at least one 
connecting member is not taught nor is fairly suggested by the prior art of record. 

The recitations of the specific features of the automotive trim assembly in claim 5 
including especially the construction of the plurality of connecting members coupling the door 
accessory to the interior door trim panel, each said connecting member including a first 
engagement portion fixedly attached to the door accessory, and a second engagement portion 
selectively releasably attached to the interior trim panel is not taught nor is fairly suggested by 
the prior art of record. 

The recitations of the specific features of the method of assembling an automotive door in 
claim 10 including especially the construction of the securing the door accessory to the interior 
door trim panel with a connecting member having a first engagement portion fixedly engaging 
the door accessory and a second engagement portion releasably engaging the interior door trim 
panel is not taught nor is fairly suggested by the prior art of record.
